TERRITORY 


CSIRO Division of Entomology 


There have been many comings and 
goings in the Division in the past few months. 
Several staff members attended the 
International Congress of Entomology in 
Hamburg and then’ dispersed to other 


countries. These included Max Whitten, Roger 
Bartell, Roger Farrow, Peter Barrer, Del 
Fosse, Ron Hackman, and Lindsay 


Barton-Browne, the last of whom has spent 
four months at the Dung Beetle Research Unit, 
in Pretoria. 


Our esteemed Vice-President George 
Rothschild has led a very hectic life of late. 
Within days of returning from the U.K. on a 
private visit, he was winging it back to 
Europe to attend an International conference 
on Insect Communication, held in Budapest, 
where he also helped review work at the 
Hungarian Institute of Plant Protection, After 
some considerable delay George then went on 
to Russia. The delay arose as a result of his 
precipitate departure from Canberra, which 
prevented him obtaining the appropriate visas 
in time. At this point George literally did not 
know whether he was coming or going. Once 
in Russia, Ceorge was involved in_ the 
negotiation of agreements for collaborative 
work in the biocontrol of weeds and on 
chemoreception. 


David Evans also visited Russia recently 
as part of an _ Australian Wheat Board 
delegation that went over to examine the usage 
of irradiation technology for disinfesting grain. 
The delegation also visited the Plant Protection 
Institute in Yokohama, Japan. David also 
visited the MAFF laboratory in Slough, U.K. 


A number of the Division's staff attended 
the 4th Australian conference on Applied 
Entomology, held in Adelaide, Les Readshaw 
and David Evans gave invited papers and 
Roger Farrow, Barry Longstaff, Richard 
Milner, Tony Wapshere and Joanne Daly also 
mace contributions. The local wineries 
received added custom. 


The Division has hosted a number of 
visitors of late. These have included Stuart 


Gage of Michigan State University, who has 
been visiting the Victorian Plant Research 
Institute: Dr Fowden Maxwell, Head of the 
Entomology Department of Texas A & M 
University; and Professor Yosiaki Ito, of the 
Laboratory of Applied Entomology and 
Nematology, Nagoyo University, Japan. 


A longer-term visitor to the Division is 
Dr Peter Greenham of the School of Applied 
Science, Canberra College of Advanced 
Education. Peter will be in the Division for a 
period of six months, working with Dick 
Hughes in a project examining the effects of 
changing densities of spotted alfalfa aphid on 
its parasite, Trioxya complanatus. 


For several months now, everyone in the 
ANIC has been busy sorting and identifying 
the specimens collected on the first Norfolk. 
Island Expedition. Preparations are 
commencing for the next trip to be undertaken 
from mid-November to early December. 


A few ANIC taxonomists have _ had 
interesting entomological trips in the last three 
months. In early August, Andrew Calder 
travelled to Belgium, Holland and the U.K., 
where he examined !ndomalayan representatives 
of the weevil subfamily Zygopinae. He 
returned on October 3rd, only to depart again 
on October 8th on a field trip to Western 
Australia with David Rentz. They were 
collecting weevils and Orthoptera en route to 
Perth via the Flinders Ranges in SA, and 
Kalgoorlie, Geraldton and Carnarvon in WA. 
From late August to early October, Mark 
Harvey visited Sumatra, Krakatau and Ujong 
Kulon as the litter worker and archnologist to 
the La Trobe University Future Age 
Expedition. No doubt, the results of that 
exciting expedition will be written up by the 
La Trobe contingent. lan Naumann and Jo 
Cardale spent a couple of weeks in October on 
a wasp collecting trip to NSW and southern 
Queensland: their most northerly destinations 
were the Bunya Mountains and the Cooloola 
National Parks. Bob Taylor and Roger 
Bartell departed on October 15th for 3-4 weeks 
at Poochera in SA, where they are studying 
the biology of the ‘fossil' ant, Nothomyrmecia 
macrops. 


In early September, Cathy Crisp, who is 
a third year undergraduate student at the 
Australian National University, started as a 
work experience volunteer in the ANIC, 
Cathy is working one day per week and, at 
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present, she is mounting and _ labelling 


Hemiptera for Mary Carver. 


The ANIC had a diverse range of visitors 
from mid July to mid October. There were 14 
overseas visitors; Dr U. Aung Zeya, Deputy 
Director of Forestry, Forest Research 
Institute, Pinymana, Burma, inspected the 
ANIC is early August because of interest in 
Starting a National Insect Collection In Burma; 
Prof C.B. Cottrell, from the Department of 
Biological Sciences, University of Zimbabwe, 
gave two talks on South African butterflies in 
early October; twelve Japanese 
parliamentarians toured the ANIC on October 
12th, 


The Coleoptera section had visits from 
Magnus Peterson of Hall, who visited on a 
mumber of occasions to work on buprestid 
beetles, Lesley Ballantyne from the Riverina, 
C.A.E., Wagga Wagga, who examined fireflies 
(Lampyridae), and Woody Horning from the 
Macleay Museum, who was examining weevils 
and cerambycids. Woody also worked on wasps 
in the Hymenoptera section, which had two 
other visitors. J. McDonald, from Sydney 
University, spent several days working on 
sawflies (Pergidae), and Graham Brown, from 
the Taxonomy Section of the BCRI at 
Rydalmere, spent a couple of days working on 
his wasps. Con Edward, of the University of 
Western Australian, Perth, visited the Diptera 
section to examine type material of 
Chironomidae and to talk with Don Colless. 
Bart Hacobian, of Drummoyne, Sydney spent a 
day in the Lepidoptera section identifying 
Pyralidae. Lionel! Hill, from Australian 
National Parks and Wildlife, Canberra, spent 
one Sunday sorting specimens of the family 
Schizopteridae in the Hemiptera section of the 
ANIC, 


The ANIC has one long term visitor, Alan 
Webb, who arrived from Queensland in late 
August to spend several months identifying 
insects, primarily Hemiptera. Alan, who is 
from James Cook University, Townsville, is 
identifying specimens that he collected during 
a flora and fauna survey for Collinsville Coal 
Company on their open cut mining lease 
approximately 300 km S. of Townsville. The 
data collected will provide the basis of a 
future monitoring programme in_ association 
with the rehabilitation of mined areas. 


Paul Ferrar, a dipteran taxonomist, left 
the ANIC recently to take up the position of 
Research Services Officer in the Australian 
Centre for International Agricultural Research.

The 4th Australian Applied Entomological 
Research Conference was attended by 12 staff 
from Burnley in September, 


Garry McDonald recently returned from a 
study tour to the Peoples Republic of China 
with Graham Goodyer (N.S.W.), Denis Hopkins 


(S.A.) and Peter Twine (CLC). This most 
successful mission on ‘Integrated Control of 
Noctuid Pests' in practice, dealt mostly with 
armyworms (Mythimina separata), and to a 
lesser extent, Heliothis armiger. The mark, 
release and recapture research on migrant 
pests, completed over the past ten years, has 
provided a basis for a complex and highly 
regarded system for national and provincial 
forecasts of pest outbreaks. The’ mission 
investigated all operations controlled = or 
influenced by the national pest forecast station 
including egg, larval and adult sampling and 
trapping, monitoring of beneficials, and control 


strategies.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA 


The Mediterranean Ecosystems Conference 
(MEDECOS) held at the University of Western 
Australia in August provided some welcome 
contact between local entomologists and 
colleagues from interstate and overseas. 


Busselton provided a venue for the 6th 
meeting of the Australian Forestry Council 
Working Group 8&8 from 16-21st September. 
This was the first time the group (inaugurated 
in 1970) has met in Western Australia. It 
meets periodically to discuss mutual forest 
entomology problems and makes 
recommendations to the Australian Forestry 
Council for further research in the field. Ten 
delegates from eastern states and four from 
Western Australia attended. Papers were 
presented on Western Australian research into 
tree defoliators and wood-boring _ insects. 
Affected forest areas were visited at Nannup., 
Manjimup, Pemberton and Dwellingup. The 
efforts of the organisers were rewarded by 
what they considered to be a very worthwhile 
and productive conference. Following the 
conference, most delegates joined other visiting 
and local entomologists, relatives and friends 
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at an informal dinner held on the campus of 
the Western Australian Institute of Technology 
in Perth. This provided another welcome 
opportunity for ‘east-west dialogue’. 


It was heartening to find that insects and 
other invertebrates had been taken _ into 
consideration (even if only briefly) in the 
Report of the Working Party Assisting the 
Agricultural Land Release Review Committee 
released to the public for comment in August. 
The dependence of certain jewel beetles on 
tracts of mallee country now under threat of 
clearing was alluded to and the feasibility of 
including invertebrates in biological surveys of 
areas proposed for release was discussed, 


Western Australia Department of Agriculture 


Several members of the 


Entomology 
Branch were active 


in conferences during 
September, Dean Rimes presented a paper on 
biological control of pests at a Science, 
Industry and Technology Forum organised by 
the Department of Industrial Development in 
Geraldton. Mike Grimm, Phil Michael, John 
Moulden, John Sandow and Andrew Sproul 


presented papers at the 4th Applied 
Entomology Conference in Adelaide. 
John Moulden has been busy lately 


developing a new, cheap technique of baiting 
wingless grasshoppers with bran and 
insecticides. 


CSIRO Division of Entomology 


John Scott, formerly of the Western 
Australian Department of Agriculture, 
commenced work in September on_ biological 
control of the weed Emex australis. He will be 
based in Perth until early T9849 when he will 
relocate to South Africa for about 2 years. In 
September, John addressed the Australian 
Wheat Conference in Perth regarding 
programmes for biological control of weeds in 
Western Australia. 


Western Australian Museum 


Knowledge of the biology of stenotritid 
bees seemed certain to take a gqreat leap 
forward in August and September when Terry 
Houston and his assistant Brian Hanich located 
extensive nesting areas of two species of 
Ctenocolletes in the Murchison region. The 
finds were especially pleasing because the 
species involved are among several in the 
genus known to carry acarid mites’ in 
abdominal ‘pockets' and an opportunity had 
long been sought to investigate the symbiosis. 
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The joy of discovering large numbers of nests 
was somewhat diminished when the magnitude 
of the task of excavating then became 
apparent: the bees' burrows descended to 
depths of up to 315 cm (that's 10.5 feet - see 
photograph). Six days of spadework yielded 
only three nests. As far as known, these are 
the deepest bee nests recorded anywhere in 
the world,

Passing through Brisbane 


Professor Kit Cottrell, a lycaenid 
butterfly specialist from Zimbabwe visited 
Griffith University and The Queensland 
Museum during October. He then went to 
North Queensland in the hope of finding larvae 
of Liphyra brassolis, the remarkable butterfly 
which Br eadd in nests of the green tree ant.

UAPAPUA NEW GUINEA 


Recent visitors to DPI (Konedobu) have 
included Dr Philip Entwhistle from the Virology 
Unit (Oxford, U.K.) to discuss further work 
on the use of the virus to control Scapanes 
australis and, Papuana sp. in P.N.C., =F Dr 
S.T. Murphy from C.1.B.C. (Nairobi, Kenya) 
who mace a preliminary survey of green scale 
on coffee in the Highlands and the Wau area. 
Dr Murphy advises that both Coccus viridis 


and C. celatus are present in P.N.C. 
Subsequently Brian Thistleton has been 
requested to assist with the post entry 


quarantine, release and monitoring of green 
scale parasites to be provided by C.1.B.C., 
Kenya. This work will be done at Kuk 
Agriculture Research Station near Mt. Hagen, 


Fred Dori also reports that, while he was 
in Australia to attend the recent Applied 
Entomology Research Conference, he took the 
opportunity to meet Joe Szent-lvany to discuss 
the publishing of his records of insect pest 
surveys conducted in P.N.G. prior to 1967;

The CSIRO Screw Worm Fly Unit recently 
welcomed Peter Sturgin as its new Officer in 
Charge.

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REPOSITORIES FOR REPRINTS 


Some entomologists overestimate the 
demand for their reprints and as a result when 
they retire or die numbers of spare reprints 
become ownerless. The disposal of these 
reprints can be a problem and no doubt many 
are simply thrown out. Years later other 
entomologists may desire to obtain’ these 
reprints, but be unable to locate them. 


Would it be a good idea for all surplus 
reprints to be located in a limited number of 
institutions so that a person needing reprints 
could apply to the appropriate institution for 
reprints? 


Custodians for each State might volunteer 
to hold the reprints on a State basis. As an 
example, say if Dr Smith worked in New South 
Wales his reprints might be held at the Z 
Institution or Museum and that fact publicised. 
Mr Jones may have worked in another State 
and his reprints located at the A Institute. If 
these facts could be publicised (possibly the 
editor of the News Bulletin would be willing to 
include this information in his bulletins as it 
becomes available) seekers desiring reprints 
would know where to apply. 


Ideally it would be desirable to list all 
reprints, but to start with it would be usefu! 
if entomologists were advised that the Smith 
reprints were located at the Z Museum and the 
Jones reprints were at the A Institute. (As 
an example | have recently given the Hardy 
reprints and the Carter and Zeck reprints, in 
my care since the decease of those worthies, 
to the Australian Museum). 


Alternatively it might be possible (? 
desirable) to organize reprint custody on a 
Commonwealth basis.

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NEW INSECT GALLERY FOR 
THE AUSTRALIAN MUSEUM 


Australian Museum staff in Design and 
Entomology departments have been extra busy 
lately with work on the gallery Insects and 
other invertebrates of land and fresh water. 


The new gallery, which will open late 
1984 or the beginning of 1985, attempts to 
present the insects, arachnids, etc.. in a 
simple but stimulating way which can be 
appreciated by median-age school children. 
Scaling down concepts and language to this 
level has been a _ challenging problem in 
preparing the text, in which naturalist-writer 
Densey Clyne has co-operated with staff. A 
further difficulty has been the shortage of 
space, and in an effort to avoid cluttering the 
display cases we have been very selective. 
Still, we hope that a balanced and coherent 
account has been attained. 


In presenting the different insect groups 
an attempt has been made to give them some 
obvious relationship to their various 
environments. Within most of the display 
cases stylised habitats have been constructed, 
Together with formalised diagrams these 
displays illustrate a range of insect and 
invertebrate behaviour. 


Specimens are preserved basically in two 
methods within’ the _— gallery. Firstly a 
technique known as freeze drying, where the 
animals are set into position and then placed 
into a high vacuum freezer. The now 
desiccated animal is ready for any colour touch 
up work before display. The second method 
of preparation is a technique of embedment, 
where the specimen is encased in a clear 
polished block of plastic resin. 


Introductory bays begin with the people's 
attitude towards insects (Are insects really as 
black as they are painted?) and touch on 
insect numbers and diversity. This leads to a 
Statement of the principal insect types by 
orders, what insects are and are not, and 
something about structure and function, flight 
and insect antiquity. Reproduction, 
metamorphosis, parasitism and predation are 


covered. One bay shows something of the 
important relationship between insects and 
flowering plants. An elaborate diorama 


illustrates the distribution of invertebrates in 
a natural habitat, Worms, molluscs, 
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crustaceans, and arachnids are also introduced 
here, 


A series of cases gives some insight into 
the different orders of insects and provides an 
identification aid for some common species, 
There is the inevitable display of Lepidoptera 
from the tropics of the world, 


Exhibits illustrate some special aspects of 


insect biology including Defense and 
Camouflage, Social Insects, and Insects and 
Man. An attempt to convey a conservation 


message is made in a case of Famous Australian 
Insects including some of our endemics and 
living fossils.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


The article "New Legislation - some 
implication for Entomologists" contained in the 
last News Bulletin (Vol. 20, Part 3, p. 94) 
leaves little doubt in my mind that Australia is 
rapidly becoming top heavy with regulations 
that seem to serve no useful purpose, but 
tend to hinder the freedom of the individual. 


Exporting Australian insects is not going 
to endanger any particular species, while any 
species showing a decline in numbers can be 
protected here in Australia, What _ this 
legislation will do is to stop interest in 
Entemology by private collectors, which, in 
turn, will prevent a lot of useful work being 
done in the field. A lot of material will be 
lost to science because it had never been 
discovered, and if in low numbers could not 
have been protected before the habitat was 
destroyed. | would say that the private 
entomologist can spend more time in the field 
than the professional because usually he lives 
there, in the country. 


There is no way that any species can 
survive unless the habitat is protected first. 
So, the more naturalists there are about to 
monitor insect populations the better chance 
there is of protecting species that are 
declining in numbers.

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THE OCCURRENCE 


OF OGCODES IN AUSTRALIA 
(DIPTERA-ACROCERIDAE) 


_ Specimens of Ogcodes species are 
relatively few in hisealan collections, many 
species reviewed by Paramonov (1957) being 
represented by one or two_ individuals, 
Paramonov (ibid) commented that he had never 
seen many acrocerids in one place in 40 years 
of collecting. Schlinger (1960) with particular 
reference to N. America, however records that 
adults of Ogcodes spp may be encountered in 
great’ numbers by sweeping wet grassy areas 
or by picking them by hand from dead 
branches when the females are depositing their 
eggs and there are several good series of 
specimens of Ogcodes in_ collections in 
Australia. 


The purpose of this note is to bring to 
the attention of entomologists my observations 
that Ogcodes species in Australia can be found 
eagutatty and reliably by looking for the dead 
branches used by females to lay egas and to 
request records and specimens for a revision 
of the genus in Australia. 


Observations in Canberra show that three 
species of Ogcodes (basilis (Walker), near 
wilsoni Paramonov. and fortnumi Westwood) 
occur within an area of a few hectares but 
with segregation in that area both in space 


However 
preferably 


and in time of emergence of adults. 
all species use dead branches, 
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pendant and near the edge of the tree canopy 
as egg laying sites. Twigs of diameter 1 to 4 
mm are preferred. It is characteristic that so 
many eggs are laid that the twigs are visibly 
blackened for up to 70 cm of their length, 


Observations in other parts of Australia 
show that Sacoces spp can be collected by 
looking for these sites and collecting adults if 
present. In well timbered areas however the 
proportion of twigs used can be low and in 
such areas more isolated trees in areas with 
longer grass or undergrowth appear favoured. 


| would be most grateful for records rie 
specimens of Ogcodes species, sent either 
direct to me or care of Dr D.H. Colless, 
ANIC, CSIRO Division of Entomology, 
Canberra. For recently collected specimens a 
note of the situations, numbers of adults, 
species of tree used for egg laying, records of 
parasitism and any other relevant data would 
be most useful for my study.

AND BY-LAWS

Supplement to News Bulletin Vol. 20, Part 4. 


THE AUSTRALIAN ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY INCORPORATED 


CONSTITUTION 


(Including amendments to 13 May 1984) 


NAME 


The name of the Society shall be The 
Australian Entomological . Society 
Incorporated. 


DEFINITIONS 


The word ‘annual' or ‘annually' wherever 
occurring, shall be construed to mean the 


periods between consecutive Annual 
General Meetings; the word '‘year' or 
'yearly' shall mean the calendar year. 
The words 'the Society', wherever 


occurring without qualification, shall mean 
The Australian Entomological Society 
Incorporated, 


OBJECTS 


The objects of the Society shall be the 
advancement and dissemination of 
entomological knowledge in all its aspects, 
particularly, but mot exclusively, in 
relation to the Australian fauna. 


Without limiting in any way the discretion 
or powers of the Executive or Council, 
the objects may be achieved in any or all 
of the following ways: 


(a) by fostering communication and 
exchange of information between 
members and between affiliated 


societies; 


(b) by organizing inter-State scientific 
meetings; 


(c) by participating in, and acting as 


host to, international entomological 
congresses; 

(d) by publishing a journal entitled The 
Journal of the Australian 
Entomological Society, to be of a 
Scientific Standard that will ensure 


the interest of entomologists in other 
countries as well as in Australia;

(e) by the appointment of a Patron, or 
of Patrons, of the Society: and 


(f) by such other activities as may be 
conducive to attainment of § the 
objects, 


POWERS 


In addition to all the powers = and 
functions conferred upon an incorporated 
association by law the Society may for the 
purposes of carrying out all or any of the 
objects hold and dispose of real or 
personal property, enter into contracts, 
receive and make gifts, act as a trustee, 
be a beneficiary, and perform all such 
acts in the law as are required or are 
incidental to such legal functions. 


(a) The income and property of the 
Society shall be applied to the 
promotion of the objects of the 
Society and, subject as hereinafter 


provided, no portion thereof shall be 
transferred directly or indirectly by 
way of dividend, bonus or otherwise 
howsoever by way of profit to any 
member of the Society or of an 
affiliated society. 


(b) Nothing in the last preceding 
subclause shall prevent the payment 
in good faith to a member of the 
Society or of an affiliated society for 
goods or services actually supplied 
or rendered to the Society as the 
case may be, 


REGISTERED OFFICE 


The registered office of the Society shall 
be situated in the Australian Capital 
Territory. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Ordinary Members 


(a) All persons who are interested in the 
study of insects and whose 
nominations are approved by the 
Executive shall be eligible for 
election as Ordinary Members of the 
Society. 


(b) A person shall not be admitted to 
membership unless: 


(i) he is nominated in writing by 
two financial members .of the 
Society; 


(ii) the nomination provides’ the 
following information about the 
person nominated: his full 
name and address, his degree 
and honours (if any), _ his 
occupation or appointment, his 
interests, experience and 
publications (if any) in 
entomology ; 


(iii) he has 
application 
nomination: 


consented on the 
form to his

the nomination is approved by 
the Executive: and 


(v) following advice that his 
nomination has been approved 
by the Executive, he has paid 
his first yearly subscription to 
the Treasurer. 


(c) The Executive shall give its decision 
on every application for membership 
within three months from the date of 
receipt of the application and the 
decision of the Executive, which 
shall not be obliged to assign its 
reasons therefor, shall be final. 


Foundation Members 


The Foundation Members of the Society 
shall comprise those persons elected as 
members of the unincorporated body 
known as The Australian Entomological 
Society between the date of the inaugural 
meeting of that society on the 19th 
August 1965 and the date of the first 
Annual General Meeting of that society on 
15th January 1967.

Privileges of Members 


Subject to the provisions of Clauses 21 
and 24 hereof, a member of the Society: 


(a) shall have the right to attend and 
vote at the business sections of all 
Annual General and Special General 
Meetings; 


(b) be eligible for election to any office

(c) be entitled to receive one copy of 
every issue of both the Society's 
Journal and News Bulletin published 
during the year in which he was 
admitted to membership, 
thereafter. 


Expulsion of Members 


(a) A member who, in the opinion of the 
Council as expressed by a two-thirds

present in person at a meeting of

Society or deemed by the Council not 
in the best interests of the Society, 
may be suspended or expelled or 
called upon to resign from. the 
Society. 


(b) The Council shall ensure that before 
any decision is made the member 
shall be notified in writing of the 
allegations against him and shall be 
afforded a reasonable opportunity to 
explain his actions to the Council. 


Resignation 


Any member having paid all sums due to 
the Society may resign his membership of 
the Society by notice in writing to the 
Secretary. 


Honorary Membership 


(a) Any person who has rendered or is 
rendering distinguished service to 
the Society or to the cause of 
entomological science may be 
appointed an Honorary Member of the 
Society by the Council on the 
written nomination of a member of 
the Council or of not fewer than six 
financial members submitted to the 
Executive, A vote on such 
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16. 


nomination may be taken by postal 
ballot. 


{(b) An Honorary Member shall not be 
liable for the payment of 
subscriptions but shall be otherwise 
deemed to be a financial member of 
the Society and entitled to all the 
privileges of membership. 


(c) The number of Honorary Members 
shall not exceed ten at any one time. 


AFFILIATED SOCIETIES 
Eligibility 


An association, society, institution or 
body with objects similar to those of the 
society, but excluding any such body 
formed or carried on for the purpose of 
trading or securing pecuniary profit for 
its members, may apply for affiliation as 
an affiliated society. The application, 
which shall include an undertaking to 
abide by the obligations set forth in 
Clause 17 of this Constitution, shall be 
submitted to the Executive which shall 
make a recommendation thereon to the 


next Annual General Meeting of the 
Society. The applicant association, 
society, institution or body may be 


admitted as an affiliated society upon the 
affirmative vote of not less than 
two-thirds of those members present in 
person or by proxy at the Annual General 
Meeting.

The Entomological Society of Queensland,

Privileges of Affiliated Societies 

An affiliated society shall have the 


following privileges: 


(a) to receive one set of all publications 
of the Society, including the News 
Bulletin, the Journal, and = any 
occasional publications; 


{b) the right of its members to attend 
any scientific meeting of the Society

(c) to appoint one member of the Council! 
of the Society to be known as a 
Representative Councillor, who shall 
have the right of full participation in 
all the business of the Council and 
of the Annual General Meeting and 
any other Ceneral Meetings of the 
Society; and 


{d) to submit, through its 
Representative Councillor, items of 
news concerning its activities for 
publication in the Society's News 
Bulletin. 


Obligations of Affiliated Societies 


An affiliated society shall undertake the 
following obligations: 


(a) to pay a subscription on admission 
as an affiliated society and 
thereafter under the same conditions 
as provided in Clause 21 for 
members of the Society; 


(b) to send to the Secretary one copy of 
each publication and news circular 
issued by the Society; and 


(c) to admit members of the Society to 
its scientific meetings and excursions 
under similar conditions to those 
provided in Clause 16(b). 


SUSTAINING ASSOCIATESHIP

(a) Sustaining Associateship of the 
Society may be conferred by the 
Executive upon any organization 
foliowing payment by that 
organization of a yearly ' fee 
determined by the Executive.

Financial Year 


The financial year of the Society shall 
end on 31st December in each year. 


Determination of Subscription 


(a) The yearly subscription payable by 
members of the Society and by 
affiliated societies shall be such sum 
as is determined from time to time by 
the Executive and approved by the 
Council provided that the Executive 
may remit as much as it may 
consider equitable of the 
subscription of a retired member, a 
bona fide student of a college or 
university, of an affiliated society or 
of a member who for any reason is 
deemed eligible for such remission, 


(b) Where a husband and wife are 
members of the Society, or wish to 
become members of the Society, they 
may elect to be listed as Joint 
Members. The subscription for Joint 


Membership shall be as determined 
by the Executive but shall be less 
than the sum of two _ individual 
Ordinary Membership subscriptions 
in any year. Joint Members shall be 
entitled to all the privileges of 
Ordinary Members except that they 
shall jointly receive a single copy of 
each issue of the Society's Journal 
and News Bulletin.

THE OFFICERS 
Titles of the Officers 


The Officers of the Society shall be the 


President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Chief Editor, Business 
Manager, and Public Officer, provided 


that when the headquarters of the Society 
are in the Australian Capital Territory, 
the Secretary may also hold office as the 
Public Officer of the Society. 


Eligibility for Election 


The President, Chief Editor and Business 
Manager shail be chosen from the general 
body of members’ without necessary 
reference to their place of residence, 
The Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer will reside in the same centre 
of population, the location of which shall 
be the headquarters of the Society as 
determined pursuant to Clause 36 hereof.

The Executive shall have the power to 
order the publication of any separate or 
occasional work on entomological subjects, 
under such conditions and at such prices 
as it may decide in each instance. 


Duties of the President

the Society, to provide general guidance

President or Vice-President as the case 
may be and the Secretary or other Officer 
shall sign every instrument to which the 
Common Seal of the Society is so affixed 
in their presence, 


DISSOLUTION 


(a) A motion for the _ dissolution § or 
winding up of the Society shal! not 
be passed except by a majority of 
not less than two-thirds of the 
members voting at a General Meeting 
either in person or by proxy. Such 
a resolution shall not become 
effective unless a similar majority in 
favour of dissolution is recorded in 
the returns of a _ postal ballot of 
members, such ballot to be held 
within three months of the date of 
the General Meeting at which the 
motion for dissolution was passed, 


(b) If upon a winding up of the Society 
there remain any assets after the 
satisfaction of its debts the assets 
shall, subject to the provisions of 
Section 19 of the Associations 
Incorporation Ordinance 1953 {as 
amended), be distributed equitably 
between such societies as are 
affiliated with the Society at that 
time or if there be no affiliated 
societies at that time, donated to 
such other non-profit organization or 
organizations as a General Meeting 
may consider appropriate, subject 
only to the proviso that the rules of 
any such beneficiary organization 
shall prohibit the transfer of its 
assets by way of pecuniary profit to 
its members. 


THE EXECUTIVE 


The Executive shail meet at least ten 
times in each calendar year and normally 
once in each calendar month, or whenever 
requested by one of its members. 


Any member of the Executive, if obliged 
to be absent temporarily from 
headquarters, may delegate his duties to 
another member of it. Conversely, in 
these circumstances, any member of the 
Executive may act for any other member. 


Quorum for an Executive meeting shall be 
two of the following Officers:

THE EDITORIAL BOARD 


An Editorial Board of ten or more 
members shail be appointed by the 
Executive to function as a _ publication 
committee of the Society. 


Members of this Board will be required to 
examine manuscripts submitted for 
inclusion in the Society's Journal and 
other publications as requested by the 
Editors, and to prepare reports on the 
suitability of the manuscripts for 
publication. They shall be required also 
to consider and comment on any matters 
relating to publications of the Society 
which the Executive or the Chief Editor

THE EDITORS 


(a) The Chief Editor shall:

THE BUSINESS MANAGER 


The Business Manager shall:

ASSISTANTS TO 
EXECUTIVE OFFICERS

The Journal of the Australian 

ntomological Society shall be published In

POSTAL BALLOTS 


The following rules shall apply to postal 
ballots whether initiated by the Executive

insertion as supplements in an issue 
of the Society's News Bulletin. If 
despatched by mail, then the date of 
the Post Office receipt for bulk 
mailing fees shall be evidence of the 
date of posting of ballot papers. 


The ballot paper should bear: 


(i) the names of candidates, where 
the ballot is for election of an 
office-bearer, or 


(fi) a statement of the alternative 
policies, where the ballot is to 
decide on a course of action 
by the Executive, or 


(iii) the additions, deletions or 
changes of wording proposed, 
where the ballot is for a 
proposed amendment of the 
Constitution. 


Each ballot paper shall be initialled 
on its reverse by the Returning 
Officer, and shall have a subjoined 
tear-off slip with spaces for the 
member's name and signature, and 
bearing notification of the date by 
which the ballot paper must be 
received by the Returning Officer. 


Ballot papers in category  (c)(i) 
above shall be mailed to members not 
less than thirty (30) days prior to 
the meeting at which the 
office-bearers are to be elected, and 
the completed ballot paper shall be 
in the hands of the Returning 
Officer not later than 5 p.m. on the 
second day prior to that meeting. 


Ballot papers in categories (c) (iii) 
above shall be mailed to members not 
less than forty (40) days prior to 
the date set by the Executive for 
closure of the ballot. Such papers 
shall be accompanied by a statement 
prepared by the proposers, 
explaining why the ballot is being 
taken and what consequences are 
expected to flow from the adoption of 
any of the available options. Where 
the ballot is held on requisition of 
members, the Executive may include 
a statement of its views on the 
proposal(s).

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In addition to the foregoing, each 
eligible member shall be sent two 
unsealed envelopes, one blank and 
the other addressed to the Returning 
Officer. 


The completed ballot paper(s) shall 
be sealed inside the blank envelope, 
and that envelope, together with the 
completed tear-off slip(s), shall be 
sealed in the second envelope and 
forwarded to the Returning Officer. 


The Returning Officer shall, 
subsequent to the closure of the 
ballot, and in the company of one or 
more of the Scrutineers, open all 
envelopes received on or prior to the 
date of closure of the ballot. Any 
ballot paper unaccompanied by a 
tear-off slip bearing the name and 
signature of a member entitled to 
vote shall be destroyed immediately. 
Validated ballot papers’ shall be 
examined by the Returning Officer 
and the  Scrutineers, and the 
outcome of the ballot shall be 
conveyed jointly by them in writing 
to the Executive. 


In the case of postal ballots where a 
choice is to be made between more 
than two candidates for election to a 
Society Office, or between more than 
two policy options, such ballots shall 
be conducted using a_ preferential 
voting system chosen by the 
Executive. 


Validated ballot papers shall be kept 
in the Society's records for a period 
of not less than two (2) years 
subsequent to the date of closure of 
the ballot.
